o f terro r bear the respo nsibility 
fo r aggressio n, a respo nsibility 
which they canno t disclaim,” he 
said. 
Retaliatio n Raid 
Eshko l and Israel’s ambassa­ 
do r to the United Natio ns, Shab- 
tai Ro senne, said Saturday ’s 
raid was in retaliatio n fo r the 
Arab terro rist attack o n an El 
Al airliner at Athens airpo rt 
Thursday . Greek autho rities are 
ho lding two Palestinian guerril­ 
las who liv ed in Lebano n fo r the 
grenade and auto matic rifle at­ 
tack o n the plane, which killed 
o ne Israeli passenger. 
The 
U.N. 
Security Co uncil 
met in urgent sessio n Sunday 
night and appeared headed fo r a 
v o te co ndemning Israel at an­ 
o ther meeting to night. U.S. Am­ 
bassado r J .R. Wiggins to ld the 
co uncil his go v ernment “ stro ng­ 
ly co ndemns the attack” and “ is 
prepared to suppo rt pro mpt ac­ 
tio n by the Security Co uncil to 


assistant Walt W. Ro sto w re­ 
po rted that President J o hnso n 
co nsidered the attack “ serio us 
and unwise.” Ro sto w said the 
United States to ld Israel it is 
“ a grav e matter fo r regular 
fo rces o f the go v ernment o f Is­ 
rael to attack a civ il interna­ 
tio nal airpo rt in a co untry which 
has been striv ing to ward mo d­ 
eratio n in the Middle East.” 
Discuss Air Fleet 
The U.S. ambassado r to Leba­ 
no n, Dwight Po rter, called o n 
Lebanese

Yafi to discuss ho w the United 
States co uld help Lebano n “ re­ 
sto re its co mmercial air fleet,” 
the embassy anno unced. 
There was no indicatio n, ho w­ 
ev er, that the United States 
wo uld go back o n its agreement 
to deliv er 50 Phanto m jet fight­ 
ers to Israel. 
Helico pter-bo rne Israeli co m­ 
mando s destro y ed 13 Lebanese 
cargo and passenger planes, 
mo re than half the co untry ’s 
civ il airline fleet, in the 4 5-min­ 
ute raid Saturday night.

R. Hay es, 26 , o f Co lumbus, 
Ohio , will describe ex amples o f 
beatings at a news co nference, 
the Nav y anno unced Sunday . 
Newsmen will be allo wed to 
questio n Law and Hay es, the 
Nav y said. 
Law' “ to o k it the wo rst 
o f any ­ 
o ne in the crew,” an info rmed 
so urce said. 
Midway Interv iew 
In an interv iew at Midway Is­ 
land« while he and the crew 


were en ro ute ho me last week, 
Bucher to ld newsmen, “ Ev ery 
member o f the crew had been 
subjected to terro r o f so me kind 
o r ano to her. Whether it was ac­ 
tual phy sical beating o r no t is 
beside the po int, because the 
terro r o f ex pecting a beating is 
just as terrify ing.

The directo r o f the U.S. Nav al 
ho spital where the 82 crewmen 
are stay ing, Rear Adm.

phy sical maltreatment.” 
Maltreatment Ev ident 
At the 121st Ev acuatio n Ho spi­ 
tal in Seo ul, where the crewmen 
were taken after their release, 
Army do cto rs said 20 to 30 per 
cent o f the crew sho wed “ so me 
ev idence o f maltreatment re­ 


cent eno ugh to detect.” They 
said o ne sailo r, no t identified, 
had a bro ken rib. Others had 
bruises, scars and black ey es. 
A Nav y spo kesman said Law 
and Hay es were directed to no t 
to answer questio ns abo ut the 
capture o f the intelligence ship 
o ff No rth Ko rea last J an. 23 o r 
abo ut o ther details o f their 11- 
mo nth captiv ity .

ments abo ut the beatings, Presi­ 
dent J o hnso n o rdered an inv esti­ 
gatio n.

It to ld o f state­ 
ments by Bucher that No rth Ko ­ 
rean threats to kill his crew o ne 
by o ne co ntributed to his signing

carv ing o ut a career in the co m­ 
plicated wo rld o f co mputeriza­ 
tio n. 
Iro nically , a matter o f simple 
mathematics is 
ho lding him 
back fro m that go al. His scho o l, 
East High, was o ne o f 4 5 insti­ 
tutio ns o f learning in this indus­ 
trial no rtheastern Ohio city o f 
17 7 ,000 that was clo sed tempo ­ 
rarily the day befo re Thanksgiv ­ 
ing fo r lack o f o perating funds. 
Classes ceased with the final 
bell No v . 2 7 at Yo ungsto wn’s 12 
junio r and senio r high scho o ls 
and 33 elementary scho o ls, giv ­ 
ing 1,2 01 teachers and their 
2 8,06 0 pupils a fo rced and, fo r 
the mo st part, unwanted v aca­ 
tio n until Jan. 2 . 
No t o nly has the shutdo wn 
kept the teachers fro m pursu­ 
ing their cho sen pro fessio n and 
the students their educatio n, it 
has dumped mo re than 13,000 
bo dies into the city ’s labo r mar­ 
ket, a market which canno t ab­ 
so rb mo re than a small per­ 
centage o f them. A sudden, 
fierce co mpetitio n fo r full-and- 
parttme jo bs erupted with the 
clo sing o f the scho o ls, this in a 
to wn where there are already 
lay o ffs 
at 
so me 
mills and 
strikes at o thers. 
Mo st o f the teachers fo und In­ 
terim wo rk; mo st o f the stu­ 
dents didn't To keep idle grade 
and high scho o lers o ccupied, the 
city , churches and v ario us civ ic 
and serv ice o rganizatio ns Insti­ 
tuted educatio nal and recrea­ 
tio nal pro grams; two lo cal thea­ 
ters pro v ided free mo v ies twice 
a week ; area steel plants, a ba­ 
k ery and the po lice and fire de­ 
partments o ffered to urs thro ugh 
their facilities. 
Jo h n Hart, 16 , a quiet, po lite, 
187 • p o u n d , 
6 -fo o t-2 ^*and-still- 
gro wing high scho o l junio r, was 
o n e o f th e 
lucky students. He 
so t a jo b—o n referral by o n e o f 
h is teach er—at Hie G. M. Me 
Kelv ey Co . department sto re 
h ere where he wo rks as a bus 
b o y 
in the emplo y es’ cafeteria. 
He’s making a little mo ney 
which will no do ubt go to ward 
Ms co llege educatio n, but he’d 
rath er be back in scho o l. The 
do sing, he say s, “ is ho lding 
me hack in my algebra.” Other 
students, he adds, accepted the 
do sing as “ just a lo ng v aca­ 
tio n.” Jo hn say s, “ It bo thers 
me co nsiderably .” 
It also bathers Clemens Siem- 
bieda, who se present o ccupatio n 
is selling men’s furnishings at 
McKelv ey ’s. Until the day be­ 
fo re Thanksgiv ing, he was prin­ 
cipal o f the 6 7 0-pupil Grant Ele­ 
mentary Scho o l. Ho lder o f a 
master’s degree and a teacher 
fo r 19 y ears, Siembieda resents 
the lay o ff, ev en if it is tempo ­ 
rary . 
He resents it because o f its 
effect o n the students, “ they ’re 
the o nes being hurt by all this, 
espedally the junio rs and sen­ 
io rs in the high scho o ls,” he 
say s. “ The last two y ears are 
v ery impo rtant to them. These 
are the y ears when they really 
begin planning their futures.” 
What put Jo hn Hart, Clemens 
Siembieda and the o ther stu­ 
dents and teachers o ut o n the 
street was, in a wo rd, apathy , 
acco rding to Wo o dro w Zinser, 


superintendent o f the Yo ungs­ 
to wn public scho o l sy stem. 
On No v . 5, the city ’s v o ters 
rejected a 12 -mill scho o l tax le­ 
v y , either by v o ting against it 
o r by igno ring the issue co m­ 
pletely . Of the almo st 6 0,000 
that v o ted that day , mo re than 
5,2 00 failed to mark lev y bal­ 
lo t« . 
Zinser repo rts that tax rev e­ 
nues 
in 
Yo ungsto wn simply 
hav en’t kept pace with rising 
o perating co sts. It takes $85,000 
a day to run the city ’s scho o ls, 
which will reo pen the day after 
New 
Year’s 
and 
o perate 
thro ugh June o nly because the 
scho o l sy stem will then be able 
to bo rro w against 196 9 tax in­ 
co me. 
Until ano ther tax lev y is pro ­ 
po sed and v o ted upo n so metime 
in the co ming mo nths, no o ne 
kno ws if the scho o ls will o pen 
again co me September. 
Vo ter apathy to ward scho o l 
tax increases is no thing new in 
Yo ungsto wn. The mo st recent 
lev y was the six th such pro po ­ 
sal to go do wn to defeat at the 
po lls in two y ears. 
This resistance to any in­ 
crease co mes mainly fro m pro p­ 
erty o wners (appro x imately 85 
per cent o f the city ’s residents 
o wn their o wn ho mes and so me 
o f them are retirees liv ing o n 
fix ed inco mes), say s Zinser. An­ 
o ther facto r, he no tes, is a lack 
o f backing fro m o rganized la­ 
bo r, which cuts a wide swath 
in Yo ungsto wn. 
“ They just aren’t familiar 
with the eco no mic facts o f life 
o f running a scho o l sy stem,” he 
say s. “ We need mo re mo ney 
just to catch up, no t stay ev en 
o r get ahead. So me o f o ur tex ts 
are 10 to 15 y ears o ld. One o f 
o ur science tex t bo o ks, fo r ex ­ 
ample, predicts that ‘so meday 
we will put a man into space.’ ” 
Zinser say s he ho pes that 
what is happening here will 
hav e at least so me benefits, 
that o ther co mmunities faced 
with similar pro blems will pro f­ 
it fro m Yo ungsto wn’s ex peri­ 
ence.

Inco ming Defense See. Melv in R. Laird has 
already been hit by two deep belly blo ws — o ne 
hidden, the o ther ev ident. The hidden blo w arises 
directly fro m the Ro bert S. McNamara decable. 
The ether is the pro spectiv e defense co sts in the 
g allo ping inflatio n. 
Fo rmer Defense Sec. McNamara and President 
Jo hnso n co ntriv ed until late 1966 to keep fro m 
g eneral kno wledg e the fact that 
the Vinetnam war co sts had 
g ro wn to abo ut $20 billio n a y ear. 
One reaso n, no w priv ately co n­ 
firmed, was that they knew Co n­ 
g ress wo uld try to cut drastically 
Great So ciety do mestic o utpo ur­ 
ing s if the full truth abo ut the 
war co st was rev ealed. 
Acco rding ly , play ing this po ­ 
litical g ame to the hilt, Mr. 
TAYLOR 
McNamara did no t budg et a sing le nickel fo r the 
Vietnam war until fiscal 1967-68. 
Instead Mr. McNamara’s famo ut co st-paring 
was achiev ed chiefly in two way s; by stretching 
o ut pro curement pro g rams 
and by 
stripping 
equipment and inv ento ries fro m o ur co mbat fo rces 
elsewhere to supply the needs in Vietnam. 
As a result. Mr. Laird will be co nfro nted with 
dang ero us sho rtag es in o ur fo rces thro ug ho ut (he 
wo rld which it has been impo ssible to make up in 
the lead time required fo r pro ductio n and deliv er­ 
ing and in the face o f co ntinuing Vietnam demands- 
Tbe dang ero us sho rtag es hamstring o ur g reat 
Six th Fleet in the Mediterranean, and co ntinue to 
g ro w at the v ery time the So v iet Mediterranean 
fleet is a new threat in the who le Middle East, 
No rth Africa and the so uthern Euro pean area. The 
Reds hav e cruisers, submarines, a helico pter car­ 
rier, missile patro l bo ats and the lethal Kunda- 
class missile frig ate carry ing ato mic warheads — 
and all o f them fit to fig ht. And the So v iet nav y 
Influx is steadily increasing . 
The Six th Fleet sho rtag es are In perso nnel, 
mo dern arms and equipment remo v ed to Vietnam; 
radar and so nar equipment; flig ht-deck landing 
g ear; fiie-co ntro l sy stems; aircraft; spare parts; 


reserv e sto ck and a to tally alarming list o f bo ttle­ 
neck items. 
Since the So v iet reco nquest o f Czecho slo v akia 
new respo nsibilities likewise co nfro nt the U.S. 
Sev enth Army in West Germany . This fo rce no w 
co nsists o f 230.000 tro o ps, o f which a to ken 12,000 
are in Berlin. But, behind the scenes and as the 
Russians well kno w, o ur Sev enth Army has been 
as cannibalized as the Six th Fleet. 
Our o nly o ther g reat fo rce bey o nd that co m­ 
mitted in the Pacific is the Atlantic Fleet, based 
in No rfo lk — likewise cannibalized. That is also 
the status o f the strateg ic reserv es o f the U.S. 
Army ready fo r dispatch into any area fro m what 
the Pentag o n calls the Zo ne o f the Interio r (the 
United States) in a sudden call-up. An Army stra­ 
teg ic reserv e center is ty pified by Fo rt Riley , Kan., 
no w depleted. The quit ero sio n there beg an a full 
three y ears ag o . 
In filling these dang ero us g aps the inflatio n 
thus hits with do uble effect and co mpo unds Mr. 
Laird's face-up to the unrev ealed truth. 
A destro y er that co st $20 millio n will co st $46 
millio n. The co ming v ersio n o f so me Jet aircraft 
that co st $5 millio M will co st $20, at least. And so it 
g o es. The equiv alent o f a standard Wo rld War II 
medium bo mber that co st $218 tho usand each will 
co st $7 millio n. A Wo rld War n attack submarine 
co st $4.7 millio n. The nuclear v ersio ns that Mr. 
Laird must co mmit fo r will co st $77 millio n. A 
Wo rld War II Essex -class aircraft cerrier co st $55 
millio n. Our latest carrier, the Jo hn F. Kennedy , 
co st $277 millio n. Nuclear carriers will far ex ceed 
this, pro bably do uble: $534 millio n each. 
Meanwhile, as o f the day Mr. Laird steps in, 
the increased man-y ear co st o f Air Fo rce o fficers 
will ex ceed $12.000 and o f o rdinary airmen nearly 
$5,060, and it will co st mo re than $8,000 per y ear 
to keep each infantry man merely o n po st and no t 
in co mbat o v erseas, all training co sts ex cluded. 
Able Defense Sec. Clark M. Cliffo rd simply did ^ 
no t hav e time to make up fo r the McNamara 
manipulatio ns. The unrev ealed lo ad o f the debacle 
falls no w.

Their 
mo ther takes a lig hthearted atti­ 
tude to ward this infestatio n but 
the writer is wo rried and wo uld 
like to kno w whether her child 
co uld g et pinwo rms 
by 
just 
play ing with tho se children and 
whether she sho uld keep her 
child ho me until, if he has the 
wo rms, he has g o tten rid o f 
them. 
Pinwo rms are indeed co m­ 
mo n as the mo ther implied. A 
child will no t g et them fro m 
just being aro und children who 
hav e them but that do es in­ 
crease his chances. Here is ho w 
they are transmitted. Pinwo rm 
eg g s with a diameter o f abo ut 
1-500 o f an inch g et o n o ne’s 
fing ers o r fo o d and are swal­ 
lo wed. In the dig estiv e tract 
they hatch and mature. When a 
female pinwo rm is full o f eg g s 
she wo rks her way o ut o f the 
dig estiv e tract, usually at nig ht. 
The anal itching is no t eno ug h 
to waken the ho st but may 
cause scratching . The tiny eg g s 
will remain o n the fing ers o r 
under the nails and o n the 
sheets and nig ht clo thes. Mak­ 
ing the beds and putting the pa­ 
jamas away will send the eg g s 
into the air and wherev er they 
land they are ready to be picked 
up and start the cy cle all o v er 
ag ain. 
This mo ther’s child may o r 
may no t hav e g o tten pinwo rms. 
If he hasn’t, there is no need to 
treat him. If he has, the who le 
family sho uld be treated at to e 
same 
time. 
Meanwhile, 
they 
sho uld scrupulo usly wash their 
hands befo re each meal and aft­ 
er each trip to the to ilet. No 
quarantine o r fumig atio n is nec­ 
essary .

In a report prepared for the 
135th meeting of the American 
Association for the Adv ance­ 
ment of Science—amplified at a 
news conference—Dr. Olin said 
the u niv ersal trend toward u r­ 
banization has special implica­ 
tions for cu rbing birth rates in 
dev eloping cou ntries.

This is so, she indicated, be­ 
cau se the change to u rban liv ing 
for people in dev eloping nations 
represents a sharper switch in 
the way of life than for people in 
the Western cou ntries.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 
dent Johnson’s top economic ad­ 
v isers hav e marked their last 
day s in office by calling on bu si­ 
ness and labor to make “mu tu al 
short-term sacrifices” by ac­ 
cepting new gu ide lines for v ol­ 
u ntary 
wage 
and 
price 
re­ 
straints. 
In a report to President John­ 
son Su nday , the Cabinet Com­ 
mittee on Price Stability recom­ 
mended that the six -y ear-old 
gu ide posts of 3.2 per cent in­ 
creases be boosted in 19 6 9 to “a 
little less than 5 per cent” for 
wages and that price hikes be 
kept at abou t the same lev el as 
19 6 8. 
The report also su ggested that 
bu siness absorb the first 1 per 
cent in costs withou t increasing 
prices to the consu mer. Prices 
on consu mer goods increased 
more than 4 per cent in 19 6 8, the 
report noted. 
No Reaction 
There was no immediate reac­ 
tion from bu siness and labor, 
both of which generally ignored 
the 3.2 per cent gu ide lines set 
by the Kennedy administration 
in 19 6 2. 
The fu tu re of the gu ide lines 
remains in dou bt, any way , since 
the Nix on administration may 
hav e its own ideas on how to 
cope with the wage-price spiral. 
A spokesman acknowledged 
the Nix on administration was 
not consu lted on the gu ide posts 
proposal, which he described as 
essentially nonpolitical. 
“We Are Aware” 
The 
Repu blicans 
who 
will 
take ov er the ru nning of the 
gov ernment on Jan. 20, he said, 
“are aware, as we are aware, 
that the biggest, most ov er-rid­ 
ing economic problem in the 
United States is the problem of 
combining prosperity with price 
stability .” 
Members of the committee in­ 
stru cted by Johnson last Febru ­ 
ary to draw a blu eprint for a re­ 
tu rn to stable prices, were the 
chairmen of the Cou ncil of Eco­ 
nomic adv isers, 
the director of 
the Bu dget Bu reau , and the Sec­ 
retaries of commerce, treasu ry 
and labor. 
The long-term goal, the Cabi­ 
net officials said, is still the 3.2 
per cent standard becau se it ap­ 
prox imates 
the 
y ear-to-y ear 
growth of produ ctiv ity , prov id­ 
ing a handy way of distingu ish­ 
ing inflationary and noninfla- 
tionary increases. 
Unrealistic 
It wou ld be “u nrealistic” to 


ex pect the combination of tight 
management by the gov ernment 
and self restraint in the priv ate 
side 
of the 
economy to y ield 
price stability q u ickly , the re­ 
port said. 


“Giv en the recent history and 
the ou tlook for the cost of liv ­ 
ing,” the message said, “labor 
cannot be ex pected to accept 
wage increases in 19 6 9 limited 
to the trend growth of produ c­ 
tiv ity . 


Bu sinessmen’s Reactions 
“Nor can bu sinessmen be ex ­ 
pected to respond to su bstantial 
cost increases withou t reflecting 
these 
at least part 
in higher 
prices.” 


What the new gu ide posts can 
do if they arc observ ed, a 
spokesman for the committee 
said, is to bring the economy 
“half-way back" to conditions in 
which 3.2 per cent goals wou ld 
again seem feasible.

CHICAGO—As a last resort in 
solving what appears to be an 
impending fiscal crisis in Illi­ 
nois, the Illinois State Chamber 
of Commerce announced it “re­ 
luctantly” will support a flat* 
rate state income tax, uniform­ 
ly applied to both corporations 
and individuals. 
Announcement was made to­ 
day by Illinois State Chamber 
President William J. Crowley at 
a press conference called to ex­ 
plain the state chamber’s posi­ 
tion. 
In announcing the chamber’s 
willingness to accept a uniform­ 
ly applied flat-rate income tax, 
Crowley said support of such a 
tax would be contingent on the 
General Assembly simultaneous­ 
ly approving and submitting to 
the state’s voters an amend­ 
ment to the Revenue Article of 
the State Constitution which 
would authorize the elimination 
of inequitable provisions in the 
present tax structure and limit 
the kind and magnitude of any 
permissible state income tax. 
Crowley, executive vice presi- ] 
dent of Northern Illinois Gas 
Company, Aurora, said the state 
chamber commends and whole­ 
heartedly 
supports Gov.-elect 
Richard Ogilvie in seeking in­ 
creased governmental efficiency 
and expenditure control, as well 
as his efforts to secure addi­ 
tional federal funds with fewer 
restrictions. 
“However, after all efforts to 
control spending and increase 
efficiency have been exhausted 
and after maximum utilization 
of all state and federal revenue 
sources, it appears there still 
may be a need for substantial 
amounts of additional revenue,” 
Crowley added. “In this event, 
despite long-standing policy of 
consistent opposition to a state 
income tax in Illinois, the Illi­ 
nois State Chamber of Com­ 
merce reluctantly would support 
enactment of a flat-rate state 
income tax with certain limita­ 
tions.” 
The limitations stipulated by 
Crowley were that the tax 
should: 
1. Be at the lowest possible 
rate to produce revenue suffi 
cient only to meet minimum 
necessary revenue requirements 


as determined after exhaustive 
executive and legislative review. 
2. Apply at the same rate to 
corporations and individuals. 
3. Be levied at a base similar 
to the federal income tax for 
convenience and economy in ad­ 
ministration. 
“Care should be taken to 
avoid discriminatory provisions 
and to minimize the possibility 
of the tax being declared invalid 
on 
constitutional 
grounds,” 
Crowley said. He pointed out 
there seems to be little doubt 
among legal experts that an in­ 
come tax is permissible under 
the state’s present constitution. 
“Illinois’ present tax structure 
is not equitable and any per­ 
manent 
modification 
should 
seek to increase its fairness, but 
our current state constitution 
limits the power to remove 
many inequities. For this rea­ 
son, any attempt to offset per­ 
sonal 
or 
real 
estate taxes 
against an income tax is futile 
until a new revenue artide is 
adopted,” said Crowley. 
“Since an income tax would 
be a last-resort tax and the rev­ 
enue it would produce might not 
become available immediately 
because 
of 
litigation, 
there 
should be no reduction in or 
elimination of present revenue 
sources until revenue from new 
sources is actually available,” 
Crowley added. 
Recognizing a constitutional 
convention will meet later this 
year, Crowley said to submit a 
separate revenue artide amend 
ment to the electorate while a 
convention is in progress is nei 
ther impracticable nor incon­ 
sistent because— 
1. The convention will deal 


with a multiplicity of highly 
controversial subjects. If a se­ 
parate Revenue Article receives 
popular approval, the conven­ 
tion can concentrate on other 
complex subjects. 


2. A revenue artide developed 
by the Legislature could serve 
as a starting point for the con 
vention’s 
deliberations 
and 
could be withdrawn if an equal- 
y acceptable or improved pro­ 
posal were developed by the 
convention. A duplicated ap­ 
proach also would generate ad 
ditional public interest in con­ 
stitutional revenue reform. 
The state chamber’s board of 
directors approved the proposal 
for financing Illinois govern 
ment on recommendation of the 
State and Local Taxation Com 
mittee of the 20,000 member 
statewide business organization.

Nixon Henchmen 
Get How To-Do-It 
In Foreign Affairs 


KEY BISCAYNE, Fla. (UPI) 
—President-elect Richard Nixon 
has impressed upon his advisers 
his belief that systematic and 
thorough staff work is the key 
to sound U.S. foreign and 
defense policies. 
Nixon made it clear during 
the weekend to the men who 
will assist him in the area of 
national security that he is as 
much interested in the tech­ 
nique of developing policies as 
what those policies are. 
In effect, the president-elect 
has handed his lieutenants a 
manual on how to cope with 
global challenges. 
Nixon continued 
to 
relax 
today at his vacation home on 
Key Biscayne, just below Miami 
Beach. He had no meetings 
scheduled for today. 
Nixon's approach to foreign 
and defense issues was outlined 
to newsmen by one of his 
closest advisers and one of 
those who participated in a 
meeting held with his advisers. 
The president-elect has not 
reduced to print—at least not 
yet — the steps he wants followed 
in formulating policy. But at the 
all-day session Saturday he 
made it clear how he expects 
things to be run. 
Indications are that: 
—The National Security Coun­ 
cil (NSC), relegated over the 


past eight years to a semi- 
dormant state, will be revived 
to serve as the principal organ 
of government 
for 
studying 
issues an d stating “options” 
open to the president 
—Consensus recommendations 
are out They consume too 
much time at lower levels and 
sometimes leave the president 
unaware of “all the factors.” 
Nixon wants to examine the 
various alternatives set before 
him 
and 
make 
his 
own 
decisions. 


—Studies by the NSC or any 
other group will state the goals 
that the United States is seeking 
“and will work back from 
there,” in the words of the 
Nixon adviser, to the develop­ 
ment of “tactical answers.” 
The Nixon approach already 
is being applied on Vietnam. 
Secretary 
of 
State-designate 
William P. Rogers, Defense 
Secretary- designate 
M e l vi n 
Laird, and Henry Kissinger, the 
man who will act as Nixon's 
adviser on National Security 
affairs and Secretary of the 
NSC, are engaged in studies on 
Vietnam. 
The purpose is to have what a 
high Nixon source described as 
the outlines of “a coherent 
strategy” available Immediately 
after Nixon assumes office..

This was the report Sunday 
from the National Education 
Association (NEA) in a year* 
end statistical summary. 
Figures showed that annual 
expenditures 
for 
elementary 
and 
secondary 
schools 
alone 
have 
increased 
from 
$14.2 
billion to $34.7 billion since the 
1958-59 school year. 
Most 
of 
the 
gains 
were 
registered during the five years 
of the Johnson administration, 
in which broad new federal aid 
programs have been enacted. 
The federal outlays come to 
only 7.3 per cent of the total, 
but they have generated heavier 
investments by state and local 
governments. 
In the current school year, 
NEA 
estimates, 
the 
federal 
government will have pumped 
$2.4 billion into 
the 
schools, 
state governments $13.7 billion, 
local and intermediate govern­ 
ments $17.4 billion. 


The local share of education, 
long the burden of property 
taxpayers, still provides more 
than half of school revenues. 
But the local share has shrunk 
from 57.1 per cent in the 1962-83 
school year to 51.9 per cent this 
year, the NEA said. 
Classroom teacher 
salaries 
have reached an average $7,908 
a year, compared to $4,797 
a 
year 10 years ago. Grade school 
teachers’ 
salaries 
have 
im­ 
proved at the greatest rate, 66 
per cent, and now are within 
$500 a year of high school 
teachers’ rates. 
Wide disparities still continue 
among the states, NEA said. 
Per pupil expenditures range 
from $38 0 in Alabama to $1,140 
in New York, although part of 
such extreme differences are 
explainable.

nation: “Curb alcoholism and 
promote abstinence among the 
new generation.” 
She said 5-year-olds have 
turned up drunk. 
Mrs. FTed J. Tooze called for 
“a Christian Crusade 
against 
alcohol and alcoholosm” and 
said youth is “the hope of the 
future for a strong and sober 
America.” 
She said the public effects of 
alcohol now cost the United 
States about $17 billion a year, 
including $5 billion each for 
drink-caused crime and highway 
accidents and a $7 billion loss to 
business as 
the 
result 
of 
executive drinking and employe 
absenteeism. 
An estimated $14.5 billion is 
spent on alcohol each year, 
Mrs. Tooze said. 
The WCTU head said the 
churches 
should 
attempt 
to 
“curb the drunken debauchery 
and drink-associated 
crime” 
reflected in these statistics. 
Mrs. Tooze said home bars 
and parental laxity are respon­ 
sible for the rapidly increasing 
number of young people going 
through general hospitals for 
alcohol intoxication and addic­ 
tion. She said there were 474 
alcoholic minors in hospitals in 
1966—15 of whom were 5-years- 
old.

Slovak To Replace 
Czech’s Smrkovsky 


PRAGUE 
(UPI)—Parliamen­ 
tary President Josef Smrkovsky 
today saw the trade unions and 
regional legislature of Slovakia 
turned against him and his 
supporters 
branded 
as 
dis­ 
sidents who brought on chaos 
and political crisis. 
The eruption of official Slovak 
support for a Slovak to replace 
Smrkovsky, a Czech, in the new 
equalized Czech-Slovak federa­ 
tion changed a controversy over 
him to rivalry between the twin 
peoples of this Soviet-occupied 
nation. 
Gustav Husak, regional Slo­ 
vak Communist party leader, 
also 
made 
the 
crisis 
a 
progressive 
vs. 
conservative 
battle when he charged Sunday 
that “rightist forces” — the 
worst 
epithet 
in 
Communist 
lexicon—had not learned their 
lesson from the Soviet bloc 
August invasion. He said they 
were “stirring up chaos, politi­ 
cal crisis and panic.” 
Until now workers, students, 
intellectuals and other groups 
had rallied to prevent Smrkov- 
sky’s demotion because they 
approved 
of 
his 
progressive 
leadership and resented diplo­ 
matic snubs handed him by the 
Russians. 
The Slovaks had a virtual 
assist from a high level Soviet 
delegation touring the country 
in an apparent effort to win 
support for Soviet policies, said 
to include Smrkovsky’s demo­ 
tion. The delegation, sent by the 


Kremlin last August to “norma­ 
lize” Czechoslovakia, spent Sun­ 
day touring three factories and 
talking to party officials in 
industrial areas. 
The 
delegation 
visited 
the 
factory town of Moravia shortly 
after 40,000 steel workers there 
endorsed Smorkovsky. 
The secretariat of the Slovak 
Trade Union Council Sunday 
supported the demand of the 
Slovak party that a Slovak be 
named to one of the three top 
state offices. No voice yet has 
suggested that either of the 
other two government leaders, 
President Ludvik Svoboda or 
Premier Oldrich Cernik, give up 
their positions to Slovaks. 
The Slovak newspaper Pravda 
echoed a report circulating in 
party circles that Smrkovsky 
would be demoted to chairman 
of the Chamber of Peoples, one 
of two houses in the new federal 
parliament. Since the federali­ 
zation law provides that the old 
parliament 
will 
become 
in 
effect the Chamber of Peoples, 
Smrkovsky would remain in his 
same post, Pravda pointed out. 
However, 
Smrkovsky would 
be under the chairman o f the 
entire parliament and no longer 
one of the top four national 
leaders. 
Observers said they 
doubted this lower post would 
satisfy the dozens of groups who 
have 
issued 
resolutions 
and 
d i s pa t c h e d delegations to 
Smrkovsky’s office to demand 
he remain in top power.
